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The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 9-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Chong et al (US 
2002/0098689). 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 02-27-04, and as stated 

below. 

Applicant argues that Chong et al does not teach providing a first layer and a second layer 
above a strained semiconductor layer. However, Chong et al discloses providing a first layer 20 
and a second layer 30 above a strained semiconductor layer 10, as shown in Figures 4 and 7. 

Applicant argues that Chong et al does not teach doping a germanium containing layer 
through a first layer of insulative material to form source and drain regions. However, Chong et 
al discloses doping a germanium containing layer 10 through a first layer 32 of insulative 
material such as silicon oxide or silicon nitride, to form source and drain regions 60, as shown in 
Figures 9 and 10, and as disclosed in Paragraphs 0027-0029. 

Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chong 
et al as applied to claims 9-17 above, and further in view of Yang et al (U.S. Patent 6,306,722). 

Chong et al does not teach forming said silicon oxide first layer using an LPCVD process 
in an oxygen and silane atmosphere. Yang et al discloses forming a silicon dioxide layer 110 
above substrate 100 using an LPCVD process in an oxygen and silane atmosphere (Figure 1C, 
and Column 2, lines 47-62). It would have been within the scope of one of ordinary skill in the 
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art to combine the teachings of Chong et al and Yang et al to enable the step of forming first 
layer 32 of Chong et al to be performed. 

Claim 20 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-8 are allowed.
